CANADIAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—The 
anbual general meeting was held in Montreal, at the 
Society’s rooms, Jan. 14 and 15. The report of the 
council showed a total memberehip of 606, composed of 
8 honorary members, 269 members, 140 associate mem- 
bers, 44 associates and 145 students. The membership 
is now considered to be as large as can be expected from 
the population of the country, and no material increase 
in members in the near future is to be looked for. There 
have been 15 ordinary meetings held during the year. 
The code of professioial ethics, as presented at the last 
general meeting. has been balloted for, and now forms a 
part of the society’s by-laws. The Committee on Pro- 
fessional Status has made a report to the council, pre- 
senting drafts of bills for incorporation in the Dowinion 
and local legislatures. The Gzowski medal has been 
awarded to Prof. Henry T. Bovey, for his paper on * The 
Strength of Canadian Douglas Fir, Red Pine, White Pine 
and Spruce.” The total income for the year 1895 was 
#3,591.11, and the total expenditure, $3,190.78, and the 
society has now $7,217.77 in the bank. 

Appended to the report was the recommendation of 
the Committee on an International Gage,in which the 
resolution of the Joint Committee of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers and the Railway 
Masters Mechanics’ Association, in ‘* earnestly deprecat- 
ing the use of any of the numerous wire and sheet 
metal or other trade gages now in vogue, and in strongly 
urging the use of thousandths of an inch for all kinds and 
classes of small measurements,” was unanimously ap- 
proved. It was unanimously resolved that the Canadian 
Society of Civil Engineers recommends to its members 
and to all persons interested in uniform practice, the 
abandonment of the use of abitrary gages in favor of 
gages expressed in thousandths of an inch. 

The society resolved on the invitation of some of the 
Toronto members to hold a summer session for the read- 
ing of papers and visitation of works in Toronto. From 
the interest manifested in this question it is expected 
that this meeting will be a very largely attended and 
interesting one.

pointed to make farther inquiry into the matter and to 
report at any early date. Mr. Thomas Monro, of Coteau 
Landing, the retiring President, read an address on the 
St. Lawrence, as the great water route of the country, 
giving an important review of the history of canal con 
struction in Canada. A dinner was held in the Queen’s

At 
the suggestion of Major C. A. Locke it was decided to 
take up the discussion of the road improvement question 
at the next meeting. 


ILLINOIS SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS AND SUR- 
VEYORS.—The eleventh annual convention of the s0- 
ciety was held at Galesburg, Ill., Jan. 29, 30 and 31, with 
about 40 members and a number of guests in attend- 
ance. The program consisted of the reading of 15 
papers and a dozen or so generally well-considered re- 
ports on various topics relating to engineering practice. 
A report on the finances of the society showed it to be 
in a fairly prosperotis condition. 

The first session was devoted largely to papers on 
surveying, land drainage and kindred subjects. A re- 
port of the special committee on land drainage and the 
dicussion following indicated that there was considerable 
work of this character in progress, although the dryness 
of the last two years had decreased the necessity of 
drainage work quite materially. A vigorous discussion 
on the question as to whether or not county surveyors 
should be compelled to keep full records of their sur- 
veys for public inspection followed. The general con- 
census of opinion was that while such records were of 
great value, the county surveyors could hardly be ex- 
pected to keep them, unless they were protected against 
loss from outside surveyors. It was considered that 
these records formed the stock in trade of the county 
surveyor, and unless he was paid a salary, he could 
not be expected to give competitors the advantage of 
using his records. Mr. D. L. Braucher read a short 
paper on “How to Survey a Race Track,’’ and after a 
short discussion the first session was adjourned. 

The second session was opened by a formal address of 
welcome by the Mayor of Galesburg and the response 
of Mr. D. W. Mead, President of the society. The first 
paper was on “The Disposal of Garbage,’”’ and was pre- 
sented by Mr. Charles S. Hill, Asociate Editor, Engi- 
neering News. Practically all of the information given 
in the paper has already been published in this journal, 
and it will not be referred to further. Mr. Jacob A. 
Harman read a paper entitled ‘‘Sanitary Engineering and 
the State Board of Health,”’ in which he traced the work 
of a number of state boards of health in promoting san- 
itary engineering work, giving especial attention to the 
work of the Masachusetts and Illinois state boards of 
health. An extended discussion followed, which related 
mostly to the advisability and desirability of the society 
attempting to urge legislation in this direction. It was 
finally voted to appoint a committee whose duty should 
be to urge before the state legislature that the Board of 
Health be given wide powers to advise and compel san- 
itary precautions in the protection of sources of water 
supply from contamination and in other works of similar 
character. In the discussion it was mentioned that the 
Illinois State University Chemical Department had in- 
stituted an extended series of chemical investigations 
into the character of the various sources of water supply 
in the state, and although hampered somewhat by want 
of funds, had been doing much good work. A paper on 
the air lift pump was then read by Mr. C. C. Stowell, 
City Engineer, Rockford, Ill, in which he described 
the history of the air lift pump in that city. We ex- 
pect to give exact figures in regard to this plant in a 
future issue, and it will not be discussed further here. 

The next paper was by Mr. Walter C. Parmley, of 
Peoria, Ill., and was entitled ‘“‘Sewage Irrigation for 
Profit."”. The thesis of the paper was that irrigation 
was needed and could be profitably employed in Illinois 
and several other states of the Mississippi Valley, and 
that irrigation by sewage could in certain cases be 
adopted.

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FEBRUARY MAGAZINES.—‘Harper’s” this month 

opens with an excellent description of the city of 

Baltim< “The New Baltimore,” the writer of the 
paper calls it. It will surprise many to learn that the 
foreign trade of Baltimore now exceeds $100,000,000 a year. 
in “The Passing of the Fur Seal,” Mr. Henry Loomis 
Nelson describes the present conditions which surround 
the maintenance of the fur-bearing seals of the North- 
ern Pacific Ocean, and points out that unless pelagic 
sealing is stopped, the species is doomed to early ex- 
termination. “The Review of Reviews’ has a critical 
discussion of the Venezuelan controversy, which is the 
ablest, by far, that we have seen anywhere. Every one 
interested in a study of the question from a non-par- 
tisan and broad point of view should read Dr. Shaw’s 
clear review of the questions in the controversy. Two of 
the contributed papers to this number which deserve 
mention here are “The Story of Cripple Creek," by Cy. 
Warman, and “The Flood of Gold,”’ by Carl Snyder. 
The latter writer points out that the enormous gold 
production of the present day is due not to the dis- 
covery of new sources of gold production, but to the 
enormous improvement in and reduction in the cost of 
mining machinery and supplies of all classes. Modern 
methods make it possible to extract the metal from gold- 
bearing rocks at a cost as low as $1.25 to $1.50 per ton. 

“Seribner’s” has a paper on “Colorado Springs,’”’ which 
has won such fame as a speculative center of late; but 
the writer discusses its advantages as a sanitarium and 
not as the seat of an exchange for minng stocks. ‘‘The 
Popular Science Monthly’”’ has a valuable though brief 
review of recent experiments on the influence of ex- 
pired air on the system, the result of which appear to 
show that the high standards of ventilation which have 
so long been urged by sanitarians, are probably much 
less important to the maintenance of health than has 
been generally claimed. This merely confirms, how- 
ever, the fact that every student of sanitary science has 
observed that high death rates and diseases can seldom 
be traced to poor ventilation, or at least to ventilation 
far below the very high standard which sanitary au- 
thorities lay down. Give people pure water to drink, and 
you do more to assure them long life than your ut- 
most endeavors in the way of good ventilation schemes 
can possibly effect. ‘Gathering Naval Stores’ is de- 
scribed in an illustrated paper by Mr. Lee J. Vance, and 
Frederick A. Fernald describes the ‘National Features 
of Venezuela.” 

“The Forum’s’’ paper this month of most interest to 
engineers is an interesting review of state sanitation in 
Massachusetts since 1849. Most readers of Engineering 
News are already familiar with the recent work in that 
state and its notable contributions to modern sanitary 
knowledge, but nowhere has a birdseye view of the 
whole work in small compass been better presented than 
in this paper, which is from the able pen of Prof. W. T. 
Sedgwick, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

The “North American Review’ has a most able sym- 
posium on the Venezuelan affair. We wish every reader 
of this journal who cares to form an intelligent and 
broad-minded opinion on this most important topic and 
the momentous issues which have grown out of it would 
carefully read tue able editorials of Dr. Shaw in “The 
Review of Reviews,” above referred to, and then the 
papers by Andrew Carnegie, Hon, Jas. Bryce, Capt. Tay- 
lor, the Bishop of Albany and Geo. Parsons Lathrop 
in the ‘North American Review.” The contrast be- 
tween these able discussions and the misinformation 
which the newspapers on both sides of the water have 
so widely disseminated, is a most striking one. 

Another article in the “North American Review” 
which deserves mention here is a description of the 
great Yerkes telescope, by Prof. C. A. Young, the as- 
tronomer. “The Century” this month has an interesting 
Summary of the development of Africa from 1870 to the 
present time, from the pen of Henry M. Stanley.
